SUBJECT : Release of NIE Material to NATO 


Recently the Italian delegation to the North Atlantic Council asked for an 
exchange of information in the Political Advisor’s Committee regarding 
Communist China’s progress toward an independent nuclear capability. 

The Department of State would like to find a way to satisfy the Italian 
request. Italy’s participation in the 18 Nation Disarmament Group has 
apparently spurred that country’s interest in Bloc nuclear and advanced 
weapons development. United States action in furnishing the Italians and 
other NATO members with an assessment of Bloc progress in these critical 
areas would be a clearcut implementation of Secretary Rusk’s pledge at 
Oslo of increased political consultation with our NATO allies. 
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Could we discuss this matter at an early USIB meeting?
